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There  are  a  variety  of  specialized  approaches  to  political  discussion  in  today's  world: 
partisan,  psychological,  sociological,  economic,  etc.  Depending  upon  the  approach, 
political  bents  can  be  explained  variously  in  terms  of  prenatal  experience,  party  mem- 
bership, or  economic  determinism.  Yet  there  remains  one  approach  to  politics— as  old 
as  man— which  is  fundamental,  but  which  is  often  relegated  to  the  sidelines  in  the  clash 
of  political  affairs.  That  approach  is  a  conceptual  one,  a  philosophical  one,  of  politics 
as  a  branch  of  ethics  dealing  with  man's  rational  relationships  within  the  organized 
community.  Generically,  the  word  politics  evokes  the  concept  of  a  community  of  people 
meeting  together  to  establish  an  ethical  and  legal  relationship  to  one  another  for  the 
benefit  of  the  community  and  its  members. 

On  March  21st,  at  9  p.m.,  KPFA  is  holding  an  Open  House  which  will  bring  together 
listeners,  staff  members,  and  most  of  the  KPFA  Commentators.  At  10  p.m.  the  Commen- 
tators will  gather  around  a  table  to  go  on  the  air  with  a  political  discussion  which  will, 
we  hope,  present  not  just  one  side  or  "both  sides"  of  political  questions,  but  which  will 
concern  itself  with  political  matters  as  concerns  of  us  all,  and  therefore  many-sided. 
However,  responsibility  that  this  political  discussion  does  not  narrow  itself  down  to  a 
mere  game  of  wits  and  partisans  will  rest,  not  just  with  the  Commentators,  but  also  with 
the  listeners.  For  on  this  evening  there  will  be  listeners  present— many  of  them,  we  hope— 
who  will  be  able  to  give  some  direction  and  cohesion  to  the  discussion  through  the  care 
with  which  they  present  thoughtful  questions  and  comments. 

We  take  this  occasion  to  ask  you  to  prepare  yourselves  for  that  Open  House  discus- 
sion. One  of  the  purposes  of  KPFA  is  to  be  a  center  of  inter-communication,  not  just 
between  staff  and  listeners,  but  between  listener  and  listener.  This  is  our  own  miniature 
polis,  a  community  of  people  concerned  with  the  same  problems  that  are  shared  by  the 
community  around  us,  regionally  and  in  the  world  at  large.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  KPFA 
community  can  "discuss"  any  of  the  human  problems  in  a  whole  sense,  not  just  as  the 
narrow  interest  of  some  specialized  view.  Your  part  can  be  to  prepare  your  questions 
carefully  and  to  take  part  that  evening,  March  21st,  either  in  person  here  in  the  studio 
or  by  telephone  from  your  home.
